Coal mining rights of the Domizion, in Man- 
itoba, Saskatehewan, Alberta, the Yukon Ter- 
vitory;‘the North-west Territories and British 
Columbia, may be leased for a term of twenty- 
one years at an annual rental of $1 am acre. 
hot more than 2,560 acres will be leased to one 
applicant 

Application for a lease must be made to the 
Agont or Sab-Axent of the district ia which 
the rights ap#lied fur are situated: 

In surveyed territory the land mnet be des- 
cribed by sections, or legal sub-divisieas of 
sections, and in unsurveyed territory the tract 
applied for shall be staked out. 

Eaeh application must be accompanied bya 
tee of $5. which will be refunded if the rights 
applied forare not available but not otheswise. 

A royalty shall be paid on the merthaatabe
